THE RAILROADS. 
LTHOUGI1 the railroads of the cou ntry arc 
A 


now having a hard time, their adversity 
comes at the end of a long p eriod of p ros­ 
p erou s bu siness. The annu al rep ort of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission for the 
year ending Ju ne 30, 1 ix>7, shows a great 
advance u p on the p receding year. 
There 
was an increase of mileage in nearly every p art of the 
cou ntry excep t New England, and the aggregate length 
of railway op erated In the whole cou ntry is now bu t 
little short of a qu arter of a million miles. 
The rep ort is encou raging in regard to devices intend­ 
ed to increase the safety of p assengers and lessen the 
danger to emp loyes. Of the frightfu l record of more than 
122,000 p ersons killed or inju red by the railroads last 
year, an overwhelming majority of the victims were rail­ 
road men—something over 100,000, in fact—and a large 
p ortion of these accidents had to do with brakes and 
cou p lings. 
It is therefore gratifying to learn that nearly 
all the locomotives and cars u sed in the p assenger service 
are now 
fitted 
with p rop er brakes and au tomatic 
cou p lings, and that nine-tenths of those u sed in the 
freight service, are similarly equ ip p ed,— The year lias 
shown a great gain in tills resp ect. 
Both in income and in exp enditu res also the roads 
show an increase. Cross income showed a gain in every 
dep artment—p assenger, freight, mail and exp ress; and 
so, too, <1 id the net income. 
The p rincip al reason for 
dissatisfaction is ap p arently the fact that the increase 
In the net income p er mile did not keep p ace with ttint 


of the op erating exp enses p er mile. 
In the one it was 
small, in the other large. Those who do not own stock 
In railroad comp anies will be glad to know that the in­ 
creased op erating exp enses were du e p artly to higher 
salaries for emp loyes* and p artly to restrictions which 
tend to insu re a “squ are-deal”, for all ship p ers.—You th's 
Comp anion. 


WALL STREET MORALITY.

Wall street, as elsewhere, mere gambling 
is a risky bu siness—as risky for the big 
fellow as for the little. 
Reprehensible as 
Wall street methods may be, even there,

the laws of honesty and conservatism have been re­ 
p ealed.

Moreover, if tin* p u blic is right in deeming p u r­ 
chasers of stock to be virtu ou s, while only those who 
sell “short” are bad, it is worth while to note that this 
year the failu res have boon of bear hou ses.

case a debtor with an income of £ 7,000 
was fou nd to have sp ent abou t £ 23,000 
a year. 
In another ease the debtor, on 
reaching the age of 25, shortly before 
his bankru p tcy, became 
entitled 
to 
p rop erty estimated at £ 447.000, bu t on 
this at the date of the receiving order 
lie had created charges exceeding £ 430, 
000. 
In a third case the debtor, when be 
was 24, beenme entitled to an income 
of more than £ 48,000. “Within a com­ 
p aratively short time lie was charging 
Ills life estate and effecting p olicies ns 
secu rity for loans u ntil in eighteen 
years he owed £ 450,000 thu s secu red, 
while his u nsecu red debts amou nted to 
u p ward of £ 40,000. 
The latter were 
su bsequ ently p aid nml a su itable allow 
ance p rovided for the debtor, bu t his 
exp enses again greatly exceeded his in­ 
come, and at the date of the receiving 
order he owed ¿22,000 u nsecu red.” 
The

who came these heavy 
“crop p ers" ap p ear to have belonged to 
the station of life to which the general 


ru n of Anthony Trollop e's characters 
may be assigned/ For lack of a bet­ 
ter definition we mil It the u p p er mid­ 
dle class.

the forests and orchards of America. 
He nlso brou ght two monkeys, gu nr- 
inteed immu ne against any ordinary 
kind of cold and able to whistle, tu nes. 
The 
whistling 
is United States, the 
tu nes Chinese. 
Among 
the 
agricu ltu ral sp ecimens 
brou ght home by Meyer are bamboo 
trees 
of 
different 
sp ecies, and this 
bamboo the exp lorer regards 
as 
the 
most valu able of his collection. 
“A 
lu mber 
famine in the United 
States is a certainty,” said Meyer, “be­ 
fore 
many 
years, and it will mean 
mu ch to the cou ntry if hefoTe that time 
we can introdu ce the bamboo tree. The 
bain boo is the most u sefu l tree in the 
world. - It grows qu ickly and there is 
no limit to the p u rp oses for which It 
can be u tilized. 
In China the bamboo 
is u sed for making stakes, fences, has* 
kets, roof tiling, water p ip es, rop e and 
hu ndreds of other p u rp ose« . The green 
sp rou ts of the bamboo are edible and. 
boiled or fried, are to be p referred, in 
my op inion, t» asp aragu s.” 
Meyer also brou ght a large nu mber 
of ornamental trees, su ch 
as 
dwarf 
lemons and sp ru ces. 
The monkeys he 
cau ght 
in

mou ntains sou th of 
Fokin, where they live in the snow. 
He brou ght them for the zoological gar­ 
dens in Washington, whore the climate 
has hitherto p roved too trying for tGo 
ordinary nmnkoy.

Mover was treated with tin* greatest

The accoiul crest is made of feathers of the w hite cockatoo and of the 
Ambly ornis stthalarls. 
The third is m ade of light sticks radiating from the 
head; at the end are pigeons’ and parrots* feathers. 
On the top of the pole 
ar« » two tail feathers of Mey er's bird of paradise. 
The fourth w ears on the 
outer rim feathers of Count Raggi’s bird of paradise; within are w hite cook 
at« H> fen (hers. The m an’s left cheek is painted with enamel. 
The fifth w ears 
two hornbills* U» aks on his head. 
The feathers are those of the hornbill, the 
cassowary and various species of pigeons. 
The men wear also a grass arm ­ 
let, in which they stick the brilliant blossom of the croton-oil plant.—London 
Graphic.

selves against the effects of excessive* 
lieat and drought.

useful in dry weather, as they m ain­ 
tain the roadbed in a state of fresh­ 
ness favorable to its « » onservation. 
In» 
general, trees should he selected with» 
high-spreading branches, such as the 
poplar, tlie « *!m, the ash, and they 
should he planted generally upon tin* 
out« » r edge of the nuulbox and at dis 
tances of ten m eters (32.80 feet). Each 
tt‘«»e should he placed in a hole one- 
m eter (3.28 feet) deep and one and 
one-half motors (4.9 2 feet) square, and 
sh« *u!« l be trimmed to a height of tw o 
and one half meters (8.20 f« » et) above 
the surface.

A TANK OF POLLYWOGS. 
A tank at the Aquarium that, at­ 
tracts attention contains a hundred 
or more tadpoles, which children are 
more likely to call pollywogs. 
I hey 
are bullfrog tadpoles, which are the 
biggest of all tadpoles, and they are 
big ones aj that. 
Thcv were taken in Lake Agassiz, 
In Bronx Park, by fishermen from 
the Aquarium, who were seining for 
specimens of the aquatic life there. 
The seiners got some sunfish, pick­ 
erel, suckers and big mouth black 
ha S3 and this lot of 
big 
bullfrog 
tadpoles. 
Some of the tadpoles are 
four inches in length and many of 
them are over three. 
The tadpoles of 
some 
sorts 
of 
toads change from their tadpole to 
their toad form and 
are 
hopping 
about on the land with their legs on 
In a few weeks, but to go through 
this complete change from the time 
it is first hatched out takes the bull­ 
frog tadpole about two years. These 
tadpoles at the Aquarium are new be­ 
ginning their second year of life, and 
though their tails are all still at 
full length on some of them hind 
legs, which come first, are now begin­ 
ning to appear. 
In due time their 
forelegs will start out and their long 
wavy tails begin to dwindle. 
This 
is the sort of frog from which the 
edible frog’s legs are taken; and the 
survivors of this lot of tadpoles ought 
to grow up to be fine big bullfrogs 
of perhaps a foot or more in length. 
But in their present 
stage they 
bear no frog resemblance whatever 
Their bodies are in shape and size 
like so many small plums, each with 
I its long slender t a r r i n g tail bor 
dered on either side with a wide, 
thin, fin I ike edging, making the whole 
tail in fact like a sort of flat, thin, 


I tapering, wavy fin. 
Most un froglike is the tadpole’s 
] month. 
The bullfrog’s mouth, as is 
well known, is as wide as its body. 
The tadpole, on the contrary, has 
only the tiniest of mouths; and with 
this little mouth it is a nibbler. 
Tf 
nibbles on vegetation in the ware: 
and feeds on minute forms of animal 
life. 
Here they feed the tad? des 
on scraped beef, 
They are a lively, 
vigorous lot. 
The only trouble with 
them is that, being cannibals, they 
are disposed to bite pieces out of 
one another’s wavy tails.

The 
solution of a problem gene tally presents 
quite enough difficulty in and of itself 
without worrying as to the nature of 
the language in which the figures are 
put. Even if they felt so inclined, they 
could find little of interest 
in 
such 
questions as "Bought 12,000 long tons 
of coal at $4 and sold the whole at 
the same price jK»r short ton. 
What 
did I gain?” 
Oh, “What number sub­ 
tracted from 80,005 SS times will leave 
13 as a remainder?” 
(From an arith­ 
metic now in use in Chicago schools.) 
If we go back to an arithmetic pub­ 
lished in our own country In 1788, how­ 
ever, we find problems that, whether or 
not they interested the pupils at that 
time, certainly are amusing now, says 
the Chicago News. 
In an arithmetic written bv Nicholas 
Bike iii the year mentioned, problems 
such as this appear: “Au ignorant fop, 
wanting to purchase an elegant house, a 
facetious gentleman told him hcJhad 
one lie would sell him on moderate 
terms, viz., that he should give him a 
penny for the first door, twopence for 
the second, fourpence for tho third, aud 
so on double at every door, which were 
thirty-six iii all. ‘It is a bargain,* cried 
the simpleton, ‘and here Is a guinea t« 
bind it.’ 
Pray, what would the house 
have cost him?" 
From books in use in 3790 arc taken 
some even more remarkable examples: 
“A man overtaking a maid driving a 
flock of geese said to her: "How do you 
do, sweetheart? Where are you going 
with tiu*se IOO geese?’ 
‘No, sir,' said 
she, ‘I luna* not HRJ, but if I had as

impossible than one iii “The .Scholar’s 
Arithmetic” of 1817: “ W h e n liens are 
9 shillings a dozen, what will be the 
price of six dozen eggs at 2 cents for 
three eggs?” 
No doirbt, many 
curly 
pates have been given cause to wonder 
“why is the lien?” Trick problems like 
the ubove were quite the rage. Another 
curiously worded question is: “At Su­ 
rat is a hospital for sick animals, in 
which there is a tortoise that has been 
there 
seventy-five 
years. 
What 
is 
three-eighths of that number?” 
The fondness for ghastliness in the 
problems makes us wonder as to the 
value of such training 
for 
childish 
minds. 
“ In 1831,” says one problem, 
“119 persons died of drunkenness in 
New York and 337 in 
Philadelphia. 
How many in both?” 
Again: “A man had seven children. 
Two of them were killed by the fall of 
a tree. How many had be left?” 
“Judas, one of tile twelve apostles, 
hanged himself. How many were there 
left?” 
“Adonibezek said: ‘Three score and 
tell kings, having their thumbs and 
their great toes cut off, gather their 
meat under my 
table.’ 
How 
many 
thumbs and toes did Adonibezek cut

HITTY’C EXTRAS.

H istory of Sconce*, Lanterns* Flitm- 
h ea u x and Lamp* Briefly Told. 
The scone?* and the lantern were in 
general use throughout 
the 
middle 
ages. 
The sconce was a light, convey­ 
ed and guarded from the wind, lifted 
down by the handle and distinct fiom 
the lantern, serving somewhat tie* some 
purpose. but hung by a chain. 
Lanterns in the thirteenth century 
were made of gold. silver, copper or 
iron, according to the means of the 
owner. 
The light in the latter was 
shielded from tin* wind by thin sheets 
of horn. 
Lantern making was an im­ 
portant industry in Paris. 
Noblemen and rich merchants took 
to having luxurious 
little 
traveling 
equipments made for them, and among 
these were traveling candle sticks and 
wash basins in fine enameled work, 
the secret of which is now lost. 
The custom of having servants carry 
flambeaux at festivals 
also, became 
general about this time and a straug" 
and tragic Incident is connected with 
this fashion. At a ball given by (Charles 
VI the torches carried by some care­ 
less servants came too near the bend 
-dresses -of certain—person 
savages and set them on fire. 'Flit* un­ 
fortunate guests were burned to death 
and the king, at the sight, lost ids rea­ 
son, a madness which had a serious 
effiH-t on the history of France. 
Magic lanterns were Invented at the 
time of King Francis I. 
A device in 
a somewhat similar plan was used as 
a sign before shop doors to attract 
custom. 
Limps fell into disfavor at the be­ 
ginning of the seventeenth century aud 
were only used by the poor and in 
passages and stables where the smoke 
could evaporate aud a great deal of 
light was needed. Dandles then reach­ 
ed their perfection and candlesticks 
their most exquisite form. 
A candle­ 
stick of crystal given by Louis XIV to 
La Valliere is still in existence and tt 
was at this time also that the crystal 
jMMidnnts came Into fashion. 
Street illumination was not seriously 
attempted In Paris until the middle of 
the seventeenth century. 
In the first 
years 
of 
that notable century tho 
streets of Paris were dark. 
The rich 
were 
escorted 
by 
lackeys 
lien ring 
lurches, tin* middle class folks picked 
their way lantern in hand, while the 
poor slid along, feeling their way by 
the walls, 
in his edict of September, 
idtfif, the king provided thai candles 
irielohisI in a cage of glass should be 
hung by cords at tile height of the first 
story «»f the house, three lanterns for 
every street, one at each end and one 
in the middle. 
At the sound of a bell 
struck by a watchman they were light­ 
ed. 
Paris was, however, considerably in 
advance of other cities of the world 
at this time. 
In Lindon link boys 
stood about in public places calling out 
in lugubrious tones: 
“Gentlemen, a 
light!” 
The origin of the phrase*, “holding 
a candle to you,” is somewhat doubt­ 
ful, but some authorities trad* it to 
the fact that as the small light stand 
had not yet been devised any one who 
desired to read in lad had to have a 
servant stand beside him to hold his 
candle. One cannot imagine that read­ 
ing la iud under these* circumstances 
would be very enjoyable, certainly not 
to one who has been accusto med to 
solitude and a gas jel easily turned 
on or off, hut th e re is ev ery th in g In 
habit.— Gas Logic.
